Doubts Russia Wants Meeting. 
The report came just when the 
Big Four powers appeared to be 
nearing agreement on plans for a 
“peace” conference. It questioned 
whether Russia really wants a Big 
Four meeting. Unless the powers 
Can agree on discussing basic dif- 
ferences other “than Germany, 
there would be little point in 
meeting, it said. 

The blast followed by a few 
hours the delivery in Moscow of 
the latest notes by the United 
States, Britain and France propos- 
ing a preliminary session of the 
foreign ministers’ deputies in, 
Paris on March 5.

‘Soviet Proposal “Absurd.” 

The State Department termed 
“absurd” a Russian proposal to 
talk about Germany alone. 

“Without agreement on the 
agenda there would be little 
point in having a conference,” the 
statement said. “Even with agree- 
ment on the subjects to be dis- 
cussed, it would be an extraordi- 
nary conference that could resolve 
such differences as have already 
produced a war in Asia. 

“By their very nature, the So- 
viet notes have aroused serious 
doubts that the Kremlin actually 
wants a conference. Past experi- 
ence and current intelligence 
have made the United States 
skeptical on the Kremlin’s good | 
faith.” 

Here are the intelligence re- 
ports which inspired skepticism 
of Soviet good intentions: 

“Reliable reports indicate that 
Russia’s satellites have increased 
their armed strength since the 
outbreak of war in Korea and | 
that the U.S.S.R. has 35 fully 
armored or mechanized divisions 
in Eastern Germany and Poland 
alone and virtually limitless man- 
power within its own borders. 

Rail Lines Restored. 

“Reports reveal also that the 
Russians have now restored the 
rail lines which they had dug up 
and taken away from Eastern 
Germany shortly after the sur- 
render. These railways, in the 
event of war with the Western 
powers, would be the supply line 
from Russia proper through the 
Soviet zone of Germany. 

“On Jan. 15 of this year, the 
S.E.D. (Communist party) in East- 
ern Germany launched a large- 
scale purge of its oversized mem- 
bership.

Its Output of Minerals Is Less Than One-

The Soviet Union, although 
generally well supplied with min- 
erals in the ground, still lacks 
enough industrial capacity to 
wage a long drawn-out intercon- 
tinental offensive war on a large 
scale, Paul M. TFyler, mineral 
technologist and economist of 
Bethesda, Md., said here yester- 


day. 

He spoke at a session of the 
American Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineers at Hotel 
Jefferson. The engineers, in 
their 171st general meeting, will 
hold sessions through Thursday. 

“Despite impressive gains, the 
production of minerals in the 
U.S.S.R. is less than one-third 


that of the’ United States alone,” 


Tyler said. “Even iff agriculture 
the Soviet Union makes a rela- 
tively poor showing in compari- 
son with its population and nat- 
ural advantages. 
Worker’s Output Lower. 

“Output per worker is far be- 
low the American standard in all 
fields of production and due to 
the large numbers needed on 
farms fewer workers are actually 
available for industry and mining 
in Russia than in our own coun- 


Tyler cited the low standard of 
living of Russian peasants as a 
national weakness. It affords no 
reservoir of civilian consumption 
to be diverted to war needs in an 
emergency, he said. 

“Unless the men of the Krem- 
lin are permitted to choose the 


theater of action and which weap- 


ons can be employed, they cannot 
hope to predict precisely what 
kinds and quantities of munitions 
and strategic materials will be 


needed,” he said.

Big Levies on Peasants. 


The report on Communist 
China said a new tax law went 
into effect last summer under 
which the government takes 10 
per cent of a poor peasant’s crop, 
15 per cent from middle peasants, 
25 per cent from rich peasants, 50 
per cent from landlords and 80 
per cent of the crop of “very 
rich” peasants harvesting 6000 
bushels of grain or more. 

The U.N. said its figures came 
from official reports of the Cen- 
tral People’s Government pub- 
lished in Communist Chinese 
newspapers. 

It said the “hyperinflation” 
which confronted the Communists 
when they came into power early 
in 1949 was licked by March 1950, 
and gave the credit to Peiping’s 
budget policy. This, the report 
said, made tax collections more 
efficient, increased tax rates, col- 
lected profits from nationalized 
industry, instituted drastic gov- 
ernment economies and _ forced 
sayings. 

Fundamental Changes. 
Beginning in March 
therefore, the report said, 
government was able to begin 
fundamental institutional changes 
in the framework of the Chinese 

economy. 

The report listed these as: 

1. Government control, plan-

The survey said of the United 
States: 

“The business recession experi- 
enced in 1949 was followed by a 
recovery which began in the sec- 
ond half of 1949 and carried eco- 
nomic activity to new postwar 
heights by the middle of 1950. 
The main factor in the recession 
was the reduction of the pres- 
sure of pent-up consumer de-+ 
mand, which led to an involuntary 
accumulation of inventories in the 
second half of 1948, followed by 
inventory liquidation in 1949. 

“The main factors contributing 
to the recovery were: the boom 
in residential building which had 
begun in the second half of 1949 
with the liberalization of the Na- 
tional Housing Act, the cessation 
of the liquidation of inventories 
in the second half of 1949, and 
the influence upon consumption 
of the veterans’ insurance divi- 


the | 


ning and co-ordination of public 
utilities, heavy industry and some 
finishing processes. Other than 
this, it said, no direct controls 
have been placed on private in- 
dustry except that individual 
capital is restricted to consumer 
goods industries. 

2. Centralized distribution 
through Government trading com- 
anies. Their main function was 
jisted as: (a) bulk purchases from 
producers; (b) exchange of goods 
between farm and city and regu- 
lation of the relationship between 
agricultural and industrial prod- 
ucts; (c) regulation of supplies 
throughout China to prevent local 
shortages; (d) operation of gov- 
ernment retail stores; (e) control 
of imports and exports. 

3. Agrarian reform. 

The report says this ranges 
from rent r.ductions in the south 
and southwest through land redis- 
tribution in central China to col- 
jective farms in the north. The 
north is where the Communists 
have been in control longest. 
The U.N. said the trend was to 
the extension of co-operatives 
based on continuation of private 
ownership rather than to govern- 
ment-owned collective farms. 

The report made no compari- 
sons between China under the 
Communists and Nationalists. In 
a special section devoted to Man- 
churia, however, it said 1950 in- 
dustrial production reached 57 per 
cent of the 1943 level and agri- 
cultural production 93 per cent. 
Japan ruled Manchuria in 1943. 


World Trade Booms. 


In reporting on the world situa- 
tion, the survey said trade and 
production boomed in 1950 as 
never before in history, although 
underdeveloped cofintries did not 
share in this prosperity and made 
little if any progress. It declared 
the two most serious economic 
problems confronting the world 
are the threat of inflation and the 
impending shortages of goods re- 
sulting from the Koréan war. 

On the basis of figures supplied 
by the governments themselves, 
the U.N. experts prepared an in- 
dustrial production index for 
1950, using 1937 as a norm of 100. 

The index showed world pro- 
duction at 160, United States pro- 
duction at 180, Russian at 250, 
British at 122, western Germany 


1950. This increase in national 
output in the first half of 1950 
was, however, not sufficient to 
offset the effects of rising pro- 
ductivity and the growth in the 
size of labor force, so that aver- 
age unemployment was higher in 
the first half of 1950 than any 
time since the end of the war.” 


Eastern Europe. 


Of the centrally planned econo- 
mies of eastern Europe, the U.N. 
said: 

“In these countries agricultural 
and industrial output, employ- 
ment and productivity increased 
in 1949 and the first half of 1950. 
Improvements in the supply of 
consumer goods resulted in in- 
creases in real wages and some 
degree of de-rationing in coun- 
tries where rationing still ex- 
isted. 

“During the period under re- 
view most of the eastern Euro- 
pean countries completed their 
first postwar plans for reconstruc- 
tion and embarked upon new 
long term plans for economic de- 
velopment. Except in Czechoslo- 
vakia and Yugoslavia the postwar 
plans were reported fulfilled, 
often ahead of schedule, and the 
original aims were exceeded. 
Since 1948 the scope of central 
European economies, aside from 
the union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics, where such planning had 
been instituted considerably earli- 
er.” 

In eastern Germany, the report 
said “The index of industrial pro- 
duction reached the 1936 level in 
the first half of 1950. The im- 
provement in supplies of food 
and other consumer goods re- 
sulted in a substantial increase 
in rations and in real wages. Un- 
employment rose after the mone- 
tary reform in the middle of 1948, 
reaching a peak in March 1949, 
but was reported virtually elimi- 
nated in 1950.” 


500 MORE RUSSIAN MIG-15S

TAIPEI, Formosa, Feb. 20 (UP)

OMING back from Korea to America today is ‘a disturbing 


It is a voyage from an uneasy war to an uneasy peace. 


The soldier there is less tense in many ways than is the 


civilian here. 


P pe is a startling first impres- 
si to one returning to the 
United States after more than 
half a year in the Far East war 
theater. When you are in a battle 
area, home becomes a shining 
paradise you long to get back to. 
You forget it has disadvantages. 


But I suppose the extraordi- 
nary tension here, so surprising 
at first glance, is only normal, 
considering the troubled times. 


Clouded Future. 

Nothing causes tension more 
than uncertainty. The soldier in 
Korea is more relaxed in some 
ways than the civilian here be- 
cause he basically knows better 
what to expect. On the next hill, 
or the hill beyond the next hill, 
are enemy Chinese or North Ko- 
rean Reds, and he must fight 
them. But the American civilian 
is beset by nameless fears about 
his clouded future. He doesn’t 


know for sure what is coming 
across his horizon next, and the 
shadows he sees are black indeed. 


The chief worry everybody 
seems to have is: “I don’t know 
what to plan for.” That goes 
for the teen-age boy, the old 
couple caught between a fixed 
pension and rising prices, and 
business men who don’t know 
whether they will be able to go 
on making buttons or have to 
start turning out grenade pins. 
Everywhere there are signs of 

a tremendous prosperity, enrich- 
ing more people than any other 
period of good times in history. 
More people have more money to 
spend than ever before. And as 
yet there is more to buy with it 
than ever before. 

ut it is a tasteless prosperity, 

a banquet of plenty under that 
new sword of Damocles—the 


friendly inquisition merged, al- 
most insensibly, into a friendly 
parting. Nothing could have been 
more painless. 

In the background of this jolly 
chat, however, lurking, as it were, 
behind the curtain of amiability 
that inclosed the conversation, 
there were one or two things that 
were disagreeable to think about.

Affects Americans’ Future. 

The 20 or 30 bombs now in the 
possession of the Kremlin, the 100 
or more atomic bombs the Krem- 
lin will have in another 18 months, 
are not, after all, pretty baubles. 
Their mere existence intimately, 
directly and deeply affects the 
world position of the United 
States, the future of the free 
world, the individual future of 
every American citizen. Their ex- 
istence, in short, is one of the 
three or four salient facts that 
must influence every decision of 
national policy. 

In Russia, no doubt, such knowl- 
edge may be closely guarded, but 
ours is a free society, whose mas- 
ters are the people of the United 
States. The great decisions of na- 
tional policy are made by the peo- 
ple, and not by the President, or 
the Secretary of State, or any 
other temporary office-holder. In 
order to decide wisely, the people 
must be informed. And it is the 
most sacred trust, the most impor-

Russia is also reported to have 
given Bulgaria between 300 and 
400 tanks of the T-34 type such as

A Bulgarian air force composed 
of three fighter groups with 80 to 
90 planes each also is reported 


a total of 70 military planes. 


Bulgaria’s army is reported to 
have been organized into about 10 
divisions, partly motorized and 
equipped with Soviet weapons. 

The First Sofia Division, tradi- 
tionally known as the “Iron Di- 
vision,” has been renamed the 
“Stalin Division.” All officers 
and men in the Bulgarian army 
wear Russian-type uniforms and 
they are organized and trained on 
the basis of the Russian military 
system. 


Port Said to Be Russian Base. 


Bulgaria’s important port of 
Varna has been reported trans- 
formed into a Soviet naval base 
and its facilities developed as a 
major unloading depot for sup- 
plies from Russia. 


Intelligence information indi- 
cates extensive fortification works 
are under way on the Bulgarian 
side of the Yugoslavia and Greek 
frontiers. On the other side of 
the country facing Turkey, new 
aviation bases and a network of 
highways leading toward the 
Turkish frontier are said to have 
been developed. 


Soviet officers command the

Sensible Surrender 


While Congress ean congratulate President 
Truman for coming around to its point of view 
on the RFC, the members must be wondering 
why the President has to lose his battles the 
hard way. 

A Senate bankimg subcommittee began an in- 
vestigation of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration about a year ago. It had no sooner 


begun to dig up evidence of mismanagement,. 


than Mr. Truman sent nominations of the five 
RFC board directors to the Senate. He did this 
twice without result. 

In December, Chairman Fulbright and Sen- 
ator Douglas urged Mr. Truman to hold up the 
nominations and agree to replacing the board 
with a single administrator. When the President 
did nothing, the subcommittee issued its report 
condemning misuse of loans and personal influ- 
ence in the RFC. 

Just 12 days ago the President called this 
report “asinine,” and a week ago he renomi- 
nated all five board members, including the 
three who had been singled out for criticism 
in the Senate report. Thus he threw down the 
gauntlet to Congress. 

Yet in a week he has reversed himself and, 
as the Associated Press observes, has surren- 
dered to Congress on the issue. The Congres- 
sional critics may be forgiven for chanting the 
old rhyme about the King of France, who 
marched up the hill with 20,000 men and then 
marched down again. 

In its intentions, Mr. Truman’s reorganization 
plan offers what the RFC needs and nearly 
everything Congress wanted. The plan would 
center administrative responsibility in one man, 
with a reviewing board to help him. The RFC 
would remain an independent agency, instead 
of going under the Commerce Department, as 
the President once proposed. 

So at this point there is no need to refight 
the RFC battle. The President has done his 
work well and Congress may thank him for 
ft, though continuing its investigation of the 
agency. 

But in such critical times, when the Presi- 
dent carries extra burdens, a good many people 
may ask why he would waste time in a pointless 
battle with Congress, sure to lead to defeat, 
when he might have accepted RFC reforms in 
the first place.

Cousins everywhere will be interested in the 
ideas which are being threshed out in Kirk- 
wood by one or more relatives of Mark Twain. 
The only surviving daughter of the famous man, 
Mrs. Clara Clemens Samossoud, of Los Angeles, 
is trying to prevent Cyril Clemens, of Kirk- 
wood, from publishing certain letters of Twain's. 
In the course of this pursuit Mrs. Samossoud 
contends that Cyril Clemens is not, as he 
says he is, a third cousin of Samuel. She says 
her father met Cyril’s father in London about 
55 years ago and was unsure what relationship 
they had, if any, but called him cousin “in a 
humorous manner.” 

While it may have no bearing whatever on 
the case, we have known people who called each 
other cousin in a humorous manner. “Cousin” 
is, truth to tell,.regarded by and large as a 
humorous relationship, existing vaguely some- 
where between brother or sister and next-door 
neighbor, a connection too definite to ignore 
but not definite enough to be any too sombre 
about. 

One of the most widely known humorous 
cousins is the kissing. cousin, almost invariably 
a pretty young woman with whom some older 
male claims this osculatory kinship. Another 
humorous cousin is the one who is regarded as 
peculiarly well qualified to report on what is 
DHuzzing. Less widely known is Cousin Betty, or 
Betsy, in British idiom one who does not have 
entirely all that is coming to her. And the 
Welsh cousin, or distant relative, after the 
imputed tendency of the Welsh to declare 
themselves cousins of all people of rank born 
in the country. Most inclusive of all, there is 
the cousinage of which Logan Pearsall Smith 
wrote that “I am... not at all ashamed of my 
cousins, the Tigers and Apes and Peacocks.” 

We throw these few lights on the cousin 
question, not with any intention of offering 
ourselves as a cousin of the court in the Kirk- 
wood matter, but merely to indicate what is 
buzzing. 
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A Bakery Is Closed 


The city health division’s order to close the 
Northwest Baking Co. apparently was justified. 
Both state and city inspectors have reported 
filthy conditions at the bakery, including evi- 
dence of extensive mouse infestation. 

But the question arises whether this, place 
should not have been closed sooner. Dr. J. Earl 
Smith, city health commissioner, now says con- 
ditions there are so bad that immediate action 
must be taken. 

Yet as long ago as October, 1949, a state 
inspector reported finding evidence of mice on 
the pans in which bread was baked, and in 
corn meal. He ordered the place closed, but 
he was overruled by his superiors in Jefferson 
City, reportedly because the manner in which 


the order was written was legally incorrect. 


The matter was allowed to drop there. 

What has been going on in the meantime? 
Why did the state drop the business, and why 
is the city just now getting around to it? Was 
the place kept impeccably clean for 17 months, 
and then suddenly permitted to become filthy 
again? Explanations are in order. 
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Now just what are unending February show- 
ers supposed to bring? 
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A Philosophy of Espionage 

In taking a philosophical view of. espionage, 
Gordon Dean, chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, has defined five categories of spies 
plus a unifying principle. Here he has located 
half as many categories as Aristotle propounded 
and one more than Kant, but it is hard to 
quarrel with his logic. It all depends on how 
you look at categories and spies, and few peo- 
ple ever look at either. 

Mr. Dean’s categories include mentally de- 
ranged spies, ideological spies, traitorous spies, 
paid spies and duped spies. As with logical 
categories, there are sub-categories, too, but 
what it all adds up to is that espionage is either 
crazy or crooked no matter how it is sliced. 
Possibly there are even more kinds of spies 
than are dreamt of in Mr. Dean's philosophy. 

But on‘his ufifying principle Mr. Dean has 
cooked up a solid imperative, which is that 
all spies lack a sense of humor. Naturally. 
There is nothing very funny about spying, and 
history proves it, from Delilah to Mata Hari. 
About the funniest thing to come out of espio- 
nage was Whittaker Chambers’ pumpkin, yet 
neither the FBI nor the State Department 


found much humor in that. Only microfilms. 
Granting that Mr. Dean is in a position to 


know about spies, let us take his word for it, 


and be on the watch for somebody who never 
has a laugh, not even the last one. 
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How Is the Adjustment Coming? 


The leadership of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen has made labor law history by going 
into Federal Judge Tamm’s court in Washington 
and pleading guilty. The leaders admit the 
validity of the contempt charges arising from 
the cases of “‘tonsillitis” and other “ailments” 
which kept the switchmen from handling freight 
cars in the Potomac yards. 

While Judge Tamm is not one of the. senior 
judges of the federal courts still we may accept 
his view of the plea as “unique.” For he spoke 
not only of his experience as a Judge, but also 
as a legal scholar who has engaged in much 
research in empleye-employer relations. Read- 
ing the intent of the union in this surprising 
act, the court said that it saw “in this plea of 
guilty a recognition on the part of the union of 
its obligations and responsibilities.” 

On its plea of guilty Judge Tamm assessed 
a fine of $75,000 against the brotherhood— 
$50,000 for criminal contempt of court on a 
punitive basis and $25,000 for civil contempt to 
compensate the Government for the cost of legal 
proceedings. Obviously, this fine is small in 
comparison with the bill of wages lost by inno- 
cent workers whose industries were closed down, 
with the unnecessary charges run up in the 
delay of defense materials, with the many other 
costs of the rail shipping tie-up of more than 
a week. 

That all is now in the past. In the important 
Washington area the union has pleaded guilty 
for its members. How are the railroad manage- 
ment and the Federal Government coming along 
in adjusting th® wage complaints of the switch- 
men which caused the trouble in the first place? 
Are they beginning to get somewhere—or is it 
just a case of more time passing? 

The switchmen first called attention to their 
depressed scale two years ago. They pointed 
out that in order to make their wage, they have 
been forced to work not a 40-hour week but a 
six- or seven-day week without overtime. When 
they began to report “sick” their pay had fallen 
behind those of other skilled workers. | 

The consequences of the freight tie-up showed 
that the switchmen are workers whose employ- 
ment conditions cannot be ignored. They are an 
important part of the national security effort. 
Now they are back at work and the cars are 
moving. Are the wheels actually turning to give 
them a fair cost-of-living adjustment on a wage 
scale that is out of joint with the times? |

Lonesome Poll-Tax States 


Being a poll-tax state is getting lonesomer and 
lonesomer. South Carolina’s General Assembly 
has ratified a constitutional amendment ap- 
proved by the people last year. In Tennessee, 
the House has passed another repeal bill, the 
second in eight vears; a 1943 measure was de- 
clared unconstitutional by the state supreme 
court. If Tennessee’s new effort at repeal suc- 
ceeds, the only remaining poll-tax states will be 
Alabama, Arkansas, Mississippi, Texas and 
Virginia. 

Virginia's General Assembly adopted a repeal 
resolution in 1946 but at the referendum held in 
1949 the people voted it down, partly if not 
largely because the alternative it offered— 
including a carte blanche literacy test—would 
also have placed serious hobbles on the ballot. 
Texas voted down a repeal proposal in 1950. 
Gov. McMath of Arkansas and then Gov. Folsom 
of Alabama asked for repeal of the poll tax but 
their Legislatures refused. So in all the poll-tax 
states except Mississippi there is a ferment for 
repeal. 
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One Draft for All Services 


If the charges of manpower hoarding which 
the Senate Preparedness Committee brings 
against the Air Force are true, the situation 
is scandalous and involves a serious weakness 
in the nation’s mobilization for defense. What- 
ever justifications the Air Force may bring 
forward, the report supplies final evidence that 
all the armed services should draw their re- 
cruits from a common pool under selective 
service. 

Only the Army now is being supplied through 
selective service; recruiting is being done inde- 
pendently by the Air Force and by the Navy 
and Marine Corps. This competition has led— 
in the words of the investigating committee— 
to “needless waste of critical manpower,” the 
worst result of whieh has been to deprive the 
Army of men “who might have made invalu- 
able officers.” The committee condemns the Air 
Force policy in such strong words as “unjusti- 
fiable” and “reprehensible.” 

Unification is supposed to be the order of 
the day in the armed forces. It has been amply 
demonstrated how damaging competition among 
the services is, not only for manpower but_also 
for congressional appropriations, for coveted 
functions such as the carrying of the A-bomb, 
and for acquisition of materiel. 

As long as the Air Force, the Navy and the 
Marines are allowed to engage in a scramble 
for choice manpower, the kind of situation 
which the investigators describe is bound to 
occur, not once but repeatedly. The corrective 
is for Congress to put all branches of the armed 
forces under selective service. That is the only 
fair course for all the services themselves and 
for all the men who will serve in them. 
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Question for Congress 

While the Federal Reserve Board and the 
Treasury argue over how to put out the fire 
of credit inflation, there is great danger that 
the fire will continue’ merrily to burn. 

A majority of the Board members do not 
want to continue supporting the Government 
bond market at present levels, but that is what 
the Board is doing and we suspect that it will 
go on doing so unless Congress directs it not to. 
Meanwhile a pegged bond market may continue 
to encourage steady expansion of bank credit. 

Jamés K. Vardaman Jr., the only Board mem- 
ber who ‘backs the Treasury policy, makes sense 
when he proposes that the Board go to Con- 
gress for instructions. If Congress wants to give 
the Board rather than the Treasury explicit 
authority for management of the public debt, 
then the Board can make up its own mind on 
buying and selling of Government bonds. If the 
Board is expected to support Treasury policy, 
on the other hand, then it should be given new 
authority to control investments and reserves 
of banks, insurance companies and other agen- 
cies which affect the credit structure. 

In other words, if bank credit is not to be cur- 
tailed by manipulating the Government bond 
market, it should be curtailed by other more 
direct means. That is a question for Congress 
to decide, and the sooner the better.

Having to some degree a sense of pro- 
portion, I am aware of the pretension, 
even the ridiculousness, of a plain French 
citizen’s writing ‘‘to the American people” 
and thus addressing himself to those in 
authority in America. 

It would never have occurred to me to 
write to Hitler—what would have been the 
use? And I think it is futile to write to 
Stalin. His messianism closes his eyes to 
people as such; and what matter to him 
are France and Europe—a society he con- 
siders decadent — if 
Slavic Communism 
triumphs? 

But the very fact 
of addressing one- 
self to someone, even 
if that “someone” 
means more than 
one, implies the pos- 
sibility of a dialogue, 
an exchange; implies 
values held in com- 
mon; implies the 
same language, or 


rather that the 


words we use mean 

the same thing to 

both of us. And this 

is true. When we Frenchmen and Amer- 
icans speak of liberty and peace, the same 
concepts underlie our words. 

Let us go a step further. Liberty and 
peace are not propaganda themes for you 
Americans. You are too young and not 
subtle enough for that dialectic. Your 
good will and sincerity in regard to lib- 
erty and peace are obvious—as obvious as 
the clumsiness of your methods. (Now I 
begin to say unpleasant things. But to 
say unpleasant things to one’s neighbor 
can be a proof of confidence in him.) 


“We Do Not Understand” 


In these matters we understand you— 
and they are matters that touch the fun- 
damental realities of the so-called West- 
ern world. But in many ways we cer- 
tainly do not understand you. : 


We do not understand the theology o 


Mr. Truman, that extraordinary combina-- 


tion of the gospel, spiritualistic ideology 
and the rights of man which enlists in one 
crusade the Dalai Lama, Ramakrishna, 
Reinhold Niebuhr and the Pope. 


We do not understand America’s strong 
condemnation of “colonialism.” In our 
own land we do not have the color prob- 
lem, and we refrain from passing pre- 
mature judgment on the way in which 
you are trying to solve it. .But it seems 
to us that your color problem is not un- 
related to our “colonial” difficulties—an 
idea confirmed by your compatriots who 
come here to study the question. 


U.S. Must Act Alone? 


We do not understand the nervousness 
of your public opinion, which goes from 
extreme optimism to a pessimism equally 
extreme. We do not understand, in re- 
gard to her relations with Europe, Amer- 
ica’s coldness toward France and her 
friendliness toward certain groups in 
Germany. 

We do not understand how a democracy 
that calls itself Christian can—for all its 
fine phrases—place material ‘power above 
all other factors in its appraisal of values. 

We balk when we read in your maga- 
zines that America must act alone, albeit 
with a “decent regard” for her partners. 
We appreciate the humor of this formula, 
but we do not like this way of interpret- 
ing the concerted action of the nations. 
What kind of “decent regard” would 
America show if Mr. Grotewohl and Mr. 
Adenauer were to meet in Bishop Dibelius’ 
parish house in Berlin (for the Evangel- 
ical Church in Germany is the only place 
where East and West can meet) to con- 
sider German unity and, no doubt, German 
neutrality? Would she oppose such a plan 
as a matter of “defense?” 


We do not understand... . And yet 
we do understand. 

You Americans judge us wrongly. By 
that I mean that you judge us on the basis 
of elements which are not representative 
of France as a whole. Let us leave to one 
side Montmarte, the Folies Bergere, “Gay 
Paree.” These delude only the people 
who regret that they cannot find similar 
amusements in Chicago or New York. 

But from the fact that one French con- 
gressman solicited Marshall plan aid to 
cover his campaign expenses, are you go- 
ing to infer that all French congressmen 
are venal? 

We do not build jeeps in the American 
tempo. Is this indication of material pov- 
erty a sign that we are morally decadent 
as well? 

We air our political scandals, and their 
exposure leads you to conclude—somewhat 
too quickly—that all France is rotten. As 
if you had no scandals of your own— 
generals, politicians, business magnates 
who play their little games! 

Do not judge us by the scum which 
floats in the wake of all democracy. To- 
talitarian states hide their scum by means 
of censorship, the silence of prisons and 
fear of the police, but it is there never- 
theless. 


Hope Is Not Defeatism 


Do not decide too hastily that our re- 
sistance to a spectacular policy of warlike 
firmnéss is proof of our defeatism, that 
we have given up. If you were to put 
your fingers to the pulse of the working 
people, you would realize that they refuse 
to consider another war (and they know 
what war is) because they think and hope 
and believe that other means exist to solve 
the present critical tension. Refusal to 
resign oneself to inhuman massacre is 
always praiseworthy. 

We Frenchmen have such a tendency to 
disparage ourselves that you will allow me 
to idealize a little. I have an object in 
doing so. Why do you not see that by 
your failure to appreciate France’s real 
character you contribute to its destruction, 
and that by your refusal to recognize the 
silent, vital forces of this country you con- 
tribute to their disintegration? 

A whole chapter might be written ex- 
posing the ways in which your behavior 
toward us and toward Europe generally 
serves as propaganda for your worst ene- 
mies and makes them a. present of argu- 
ments whose weight is so much the 
greater because it is you who involuntarily 
furnish them. 


Case for Partnership 


Without you, we French can do nothing 
to preserve peace and liberty. That is 
only too certain, and we know it. We are 
eager to show you our gratitude for the 
help you have already given us. Yours is 
the rare example of a country that has 
risen above its victory. 

But permit: us to tell you, with the hu- 
mility and perspective given us by a long 
past, by expérience of men and nations 
and by the wounds caused by war and 
poverty, that you can do nothing. without 
us, and that your existence is at stake. 

We are well aware that your strategists 
need French soil to carry out their plans. 
But there is more to it than that. Our 
contribution in this exchange is not to be 
measured in square miles, natural fron- 
tiers, lines of retreat and dollars. It lies 
in the realm of imponderables—those hid- 
den factors that historians love to: point 
out in describing a past whose eyes were 
closed to them. . 

May God open your eyes so that you 
may see them—before it is too late.

Between Book Ends 


A Man’s Pride and Salvation 


POINT OF HONOR, by M. R. Kadish. (Random House, 

311 pqs., $3.) 

It is difficult to. review any book about 
World War II without some comparison or 
reference to other similar books. |. Particu- 
larly Norman Mailer’s “The Naked and 
the Dead.” That book was so great and 
all encompassing that all the subsequent 
war novels seem to touch on some aspect 
already exhausted by it. There seems to 
be nothing new left to write about. 

M. R. Kadish has written a book which 
does not have the scope of depth of sever- 
al others. But it is nevertheless a strong 
novel in the intensity of its psychologi- 
cal analysis. Mr. Kadish has plumbed the 
souls of his characters to find their “Point 
of Honor” and he reveals it as each man's 
only salvation in the hell of war. 

The story of “Point of Honor” is the 
story of Baker Battery, artillery, stalemat- 

ed before the Abbey 
of Cassino. It is 
there, and after the 
breakthrough and 
during the long 
march northward 
through Italy, that 
each man asks of 
himself the question 
that seemingly oc- 
_ curs to every combat 
RS soldier. “Who am I?” 
. “What am I doing 
here?” 

Mr. Kadish attempts 
to aye — — 
tion throug g- 
MM. Canin mund Ehrlich, first a 
refugee, and now a United States soldier. 
Ehrlich says, “I am not a Kraut. Not a 
Chew.” He says he is no one and he has 
no place. He is all the lousiness in the 
world. His final act is an attempt to kill 
himself. The author’s answer to this, is 
that the choices and decisions which face 
us determine who we are. Once we stand 
up to a decision, then we may recognize 
oursélves. Ehrlich surprises his battery 
mates because he recognizes that he is 
“nothing.” But his confession spurs on each 

man to search himself more deeply. 

Mr. Kadish’s book is a little less repor- 
torial than most war novels. Consequent- 
ly, it is often difficult for the reader to 
orient himself to the area of action. More- 
over, the author seems too much obsessed 
with the psychological fermentation of his 
characters. It is a great deal more diffi- 
cult to recognize a man from the way he 
thinks than from the way he looks or acts. 

Nevertheless, “Point of Honor” is a good 
book. It is probably written a little too 
late to capitalize on the interest it de- 


serves.

Unique Composer 


SCHUBERT, by Alfred Einstein. (Oxford University 

Press, 342 pgs., $5.) 

Dr. Einstein, one of our outstanding 
musicologists, has adopted a refreshing 
approach in his critical study of Schubert. 
Since it is not possible to write about 
music except in words, let them at least 
be as concise, as suggestive, as instinctive- 
ly authoritative as they are here. 

The author sees Schubert as a unique 
figure in music, who neither feared death, 
like Bach, nor defied it, like Beethoven, 
but who discovered in music “the full 
sensuousness and richness of life.” He 
did not carry music into any new realms 
of thought or form: he was simply the 
creator of “purity, spontaneity and inno- 
cence,” in which field he left no suc- 
cessors. 

Since this is the verdict of posterity, 
none will quarrel with it, but it is a pleas- 
ure to follow Dr. Einstein in his journey 


. through Schubert’s music. His comments 


are always apposite, often mellifluous. He 
has no patience with romantic notions un- 
supported by facts. His explanation, for 
example, for the existence of only two 
movements of the “Unfinished” Sym- 

hony is, to my mind, the most likely one. 

he movements were of such a self-suffi- 
cient character that Schubert could not 
complete the symphony. The sketches he 
left for a scherzo did not approach the 
originality and power of the opening 
movements.

Celebrated Altarpiece. 


The altarpiece is the celebrated 
“Madonna of the Rosaries,” by 
Caravaggio, an influential work 
that heralded ‘the post-Renais- 
sance Baroque movement, marked 
by the use of curved and con- 
torted forms. 

The painting, full of strikingly 
dramatic lights and shadows, is 
12 feet tall and more than eight 
'wide. With its ponderous frame, 
'the picture is so ‘eavy it had to 
be placed on a special pedestal 
and then attached to the wall to 
prevent swaying. 


painting might have pulled the 
wall out, museum officers said. 
The delicate operation of lifting 
the picture to the base and at- 
taching it took 10 men below, 
with two others atop tall ladders 
to balance the frame. 

Subject of the painting is the 
Virgin accompanied by the two 
chief saints of the Dominican 
order, Peter Martyr and Dom- 
inic.

Earthy naturalism of ‘the paint- 
ing, which depicts dirt on the 
peasants’ feet in realistic fashion, 
outraged some critics of the time. 


Recognized at Once. 


Though the altarpiece, when 
finished in 1607, alarmed the 
learned, accustomed as they were 
to aristocratic elegance of Italian 
academicians, it was recognized 
at once as a fresh and. valid de- 
|parture by factual-minded Dutch 
artists. They emulated Caravag- 
'gio’s style:in their own work and 
thus was born a_ seventeenth- 
century “Ash Can” school . like 
that of “The Eight” of Phila- 
delphia and New York early in 
this century. 

The seminal work was ac- 
claimed and bought by a group 
of painters, in¢éluding Rubens and 
Jan Brueghel the elder. It was 
presented by the artists to the 
Dominican church in Antwerp, 
where it remained until acquired 
for the Hapsburg collection in 
1781 and moved five years later 
to Vienna. 

Long before the painting left 
Antwerp, however, its message 
of honest religious feeling had 
been felt. A number of paintings 
in the touring Vienna collection 
show that after Caravaggio’s 
death his influence swept over 
Europe like a prairie fire. 

As the horse armor model 
emerged from its stall, crupper 
plates foremost and ears and tail 
detached, it was suggested the 
equine manikin be turned around 
for benefit of photographers. 
Museum Director Perry T. Rath- 
bone attached the ears as E. 
Oscar Thalinger, museum regis- 
trar, held the tail. 

The tapestry, one of a series 
completed in 1672, conveys an 
idea of the opulent manner of 
life of the Hapsburgs. Such rich 
hangings were used for festivals, 
royal progresses and even in the 
field for military campaigns. 

The touring Vienna collection 
comprises 132 priceless paintings 
and 147 precious objects of art.

Gide was born in Paris; Nov. 
22, 1869. His father was a lawyer. 

At 21, Gide first made his name 
known with his “Treatise on Nar- 
cissus.” He married a childhood 
sweetheart, his cousin, Emman- 
ual. They had one = daughter, 
Catherine. He described his love 
affair in “The Narrow Door,” 
published in 1909. 

After World War I, Gide was 
attracted to Communism, like

But he could not accept the 
iron orthodoxy of Soviet life. Dis- 
appointed, he returned and wrote 
two influential works telling

During World War II, Gide 
went to North Africa, where he 
wrote in Free French magazines. 
After the liberation he returned 
to Paris. 

Gide will be buried Thursday 
near his family home at Cuver- 


ville in northwestern France.

‘Trend From Freedom. 
| But even though this is true, it 
seems to me that we cannot af- 
ford to be complacent about what 
is an ever more. pronounced 
trend away from freedom and the 
free competition of ideas.

In any European war, with the 
Russians attacking, they would 
have all these things, yet it is not 
too much to say that against a 
properly organized defense on a 
front which they were compelled 
to penetrate rather than out- 
flank—that is, a front whose 
flanks were secure; say a front 
from the Alps to the North Sea— 
the Russians would find it no easy 
task to break through, provided 
the defense were sufficiently. 
strong to man all parts of the 
front in adequate depth and to ex- 
ploit the full western advantage 
of mobility plus the fire-power of 
co-ordinated weapons. 

The Russians still depend, when 
all is said and done, on the horde, 
on the masses of manpower roll- 
ing forward behind the tanks, on 
massed guns rather than on well- 
directed, scientifically concen- 
trated artillery fires. The Rus- 
sians still tend to pit weight 
against skill—as, still to so great 
a degree, they must. | 
Eighth Army in Better Position. 

As for the present situation of 
the Eighth Army in Korea, it is 
much improved over what it was 
when the enemy offensive began. 
On the left, the First Corps has 
cleared the Han peninsula, and 
the port of Inchon is going back 
into regular use—a great logistic 
advantage.

| They resisted the Soviet plan 
to halt the industrial devel- 
opment of the country and keep 
Bulgaria a backward agricultural 
nation dependent on the Soviet 
Union for its industrial needs.

Up to $451 a Month by U.S. 


VA Includes Aid for Dependents—Amputees 
Given Special Auto and Grant 
Toward Home. 


WASHINGTON, Feh. 20 (UP)— 
The Government takes pretty good 
care of its seriously disabled war 
velerans. Yayments sometimes 
run as high as $451 a month. 

A case in point is Pfc. Robert 
L.’ Smith, the first quadruple am- 
putee of the Korean war. He 
will receive $360 monthly once 
he gets out of the Army and asks 
the Veterans Administration for 
it. He can get an extra $17.50 
each month by claiming his 
mother as a dependent. 

‘Disabled service men receive 
from $15 to $360 a month, de- 
pending on the degree of dis- 
ability. They also can get as much 
as $91 a month in extra compen- 
sation for benefits. 

In addition, they get free hos- 
pitalization and prosthetic appli- 
ances and free _ rehabilitation 
training. Amputees get a specially 
equipped $1600 automobile and 
some get special grants, not ex- 
ceeding $10,000, toward the cost 
ofa home. 

Benefits Outlined. 

A VA official outlined the ben- 
efits available to disabled former 
Gils. Shortly after Robert W. 
Smith, a former infantry lieuten- 
ant, started a drive in Cincinnati 
to‘help the plucky quadruple am- 
putfee now undergoing treatment 
at‘the Army’s Walter Reed Hos- 
pital here. 

he one-time lieutenant ap- 
pealed to all the “Robert Smiths” 


from the armed forces. There is 
no deadline, but if a service man 
makes his application more than 
a year after leaving service, his 
compensation will be paid only 
from the time the application is 
approved. If he files within one 
year, it will be retroactive to the 
filing date. 

A regional VA rating board 
studies the veteran’s case to de- 
termine the precentage of his dis- 
ability. Once that is decided, 
the agency looks at a table, set 
by law, which tells how much 
each veteran is entitled to re- 
ceive. 


The table, based on multiples | 


of 10 per cent degree of dis- 
ability, ranges from $15 a month 
for part to $150 for total dis- 
ability. 

Aid for Dependents. 


In addition, it provides extra 
money for special conditions, 


‘such as $42 a month for the loss 


of foot, hand or eye. Helpless- 
ness, blindness dnd multiple am- 
putations carry rates from $240 to 
$360 per month. 

Furthermore, veterans who are 
50 per cent or more disabled re- 


ceive up to $35 a month extra for | 
two dependent parents and up | 


to $56 for a dependent wife and 
three children. 

These are all wartime rates or 
amounts paid to persons disabled

New York Approach 
To A-Bomb Defense 


By John Crosby 
NEW YORK, Feb. 20. 


HE general idea behind “Plan for Survival,” 

a series of programs on defense against the 

atomic bomb, is to alert the populace, not to 
alarm it. Very difficult business, either to alert 
bib per’ a, OME or to avoid alarming. 
The facts about the 
atomic bomb are ter- 
ribly alarming, no 
matter how delicately 
expressed, so much so 
that one’s instinct is 
to turn the darn thing 
off and pull the cov- 
ers over your head, 
thus resisting the 
alert. 

To accomplish this 
craven purpose, you'll 
have to turn the radio 
off entirely if you live 
Be ; : in New York Sta‘te be- 
a “gg cause with very few 
JOHN CROSBY exceptions every sta- 
tion in the state carries the program at 11:30 p.m. 
Wednesdays. The New York State Civil Defense 
Radio Network, a designation which will in itself 
stir a quiet unease in your stomach, is an emer- 
gency network linked without the aid of telephone 
wires and able to operate even if communications 


are destroyed. 
* * * 


EACH PROGRAM OPENS with the sound of 
an atom bomb, like the sound, as explained on 
the program, of ‘a thousand block busters ex- 
ploding around you ... a tremendous sustained 
roar the like of which cannot be equaled by 
any other explosion.” If you survive this initial 
assault on your nerves, you'll find the rest of 
the program no more than a series of quiet, 
though absorbing, talks cast in question-and- 
answer form with Bill Leonard putting the ques- 
tions and various Civil Defense and state officials 
providing the answers. 

I’m happy that some high-powered radio execu- 
tives have not attempted to soup up the production 
with sound effects (apart from that nasty first 
one), dramatization, actors and a narration by 
Milton Berle. The facts of the atom bomb and 
the defense against it are sufficiently dramatic 
in themselves to keep you listening intently, 
provided you listen at all. 

Some of it you'll find reassuring. Martin Caidin, 
technical specialist of the New York State Civil 
Defense Commission, for example, scouted the 
theory that the atomic bomb wipes out a city 
instantly. “Actually,” he pointed out, “the cas- 
ualties of Hiroshima did not take place the first 
day. .. The major damage and cause of casualties 
in Japan was fire, pure and simple fire, and, of 
course, many casualties occurred when people fled 
the city. It is estimated that at least 20,000 people 
died from panic alone—being pushed off bridges, 
trampled under foot, running into fires and 
drowning in rivers. ... We now know that at least 
50,000 people at Hiroshima died without reason.” 

* * * 


WHY? THE JAPANESE had no Civil Defense 
training. And neither have we. Commented Col. 
Lawrence Wilkinson, director of the New York 
State Civil Defense Commission, on the first 
broadcast: “The fact is—we are far from ready 
or anything like it. . . . The magnitude of this 
job of protecting 15.000,000 people in this state 
is almost beyond the comprehension of a lot 
of people.” 

The special task of this series is to put it 
within the comprehension of the average indi- 
vidual, especially the fact that protection is 
possible, which apparently it is. “(A) great fallacy 
about the atomic bomb,” explained Mr. Caidin, 
“is that anybody within a half-mile radius of 
ground zero, or the point above which the bomb 
has exploded, is doomed. That is not so. At 
Nagasaki some 400 people took shelter in a series 
of tunnels that had been constructed in a low 
hill, only 100 yards from ground zero. Except 
for a few who were slightly injured those 400 
people came through unhurt. By taking cover, 
preferably in designated shelters, subways, base- 
ments or the ground floors of heavily constructed 
buildings, chance of survival is extremely good.” 

* * 


A FEW OTHER NUGGETS you might have 
gleaned from the programs: Ninety seconds after 
an air burst, there'll be no danger from radiation 
in the city. After the great white flash, you have 
two or three seconds to drop to the ground, cover 
your eyes, before the shock hits. How about tidal 
waves from an underwater burst? ‘The waves at 
Bikini were only eight to ten feet high when 
they hit the beach. They would penetrate inland 
only about 50 yards even if the beach were 
absolutely level. How do you teach a child atom 
defense without scaring him out of his wits? 

Said Dr. Edwin Van Kleeck, assistant Education 
Commissioner: “. . . A child’s fear is a reflection 
of a parent’s attitide. . . You have to train a 
child to keep from running in the path of an 
automobile. Is it not then logical to explain to 
him what to do if an atom bomb strikes?” — 

The same logic applies to adults, though they're 
rather harder to get at. End of lesson. Hope’ you 
never néed any of it.

Fingernail Troubles 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


INGERNAILS are affected by all sorts of diseases. These 
k include skin diseases which you don’t usually think of in 

connection with the nails. For instance, ringworm fungus 
—called athlete’s foot when it affects: the toes—also infects 
nails. . Usually it starts with one nail and then goes to others. 
There may be a scaling of the outer end of the nail and later 
on it looks heaped*up and white. Fingernails can be almost 
entirely destroyed by ringworm, although this isn’t the usual 
case. The diagnosis can be made for sure only by your doc- 
tor’s taking a bit of nail and putting it under the microscope. 

Psoriasis also involves fingernails. The nail loosens at 
the free edge, thins out there, and may turn yellowish-brown. 
Nail psoriasis is hard to treat successfully. 

When all the fingernails are affected, then the cause is 
usually a disease or deficiency of your entire body. When 
only one or two nails are abnormal, then it is probably due 
to local injury or infection.

RIDGES OR FURROWS running across the nails occur in 
all sorts of severe illnesses with the accompanying poor nutri- 
tion as well as in simple vitamin lack and allergy. However, 
furrows running either lengthwise or crosswise of the nails do 
not always appear with vitamin deficiency. Actually, an adult 
is in no danger of having too few vitamins on a balanced diet. 

Sometimes corrugations across the nails show up in 
eczema. Usually these corrugations grow out and disappear 
when the eczema disappears or is cured.

WHITE SPOTS or milky lines gunning across the nails 
can be due to local injury to them. Sometimes these white 
spots or nail lines are inborn, occurring in certain families. 
In other cases, the cause simply isn’t known. 

Fragile easily split nails may be due to prolonged contact 
with chemicals. F 

Although a full-term infant is born with long but thin 
and brittle nails, the nails do not continue growing after death. 
The popular idea that they do probably springs from the con- 
traction of the soft finger tissue, making the nails appear 
longer.

Why do we call it “Quarantine”? 


é6 UARANTINE” is an An- 
Q glicisation from the French 
QUARANTE, rooted in the 
Latin, meaning 40. We use “quar- 
antine” generally to indicate the 
sequestrafion of an _ individual, 
vessel or other infected area— 
with no reference to any specific 
period of time. It is interesting 
to see how 40 got into this pic- 
ture. 

In this sense just mentioned, 
“quarantine” at first referred to 
the 40 days during which any 
vessel suspected of harboring a 
malignant contagious disease 
would be prohibited from inter- 
course with the shore. Though 
signifying the period of the in- 
terdiction of communication, 
“quarantine” came also to refer 
to the place where the infected 
ship was stationed. 

Originally, however, ‘“quaran- 
tine” had other usages in which 
40 figured. It was for example 
first applied to the duration of 
Lent. Later, under English law, 
it was applied to the 40-day 
period during which the widow 
was entitled to remain in the 
mansion house in which her hus- 
band died, regardless of the 
claims of others.

Rice Good in Combinations 
By Edith M. Barber 


ILL you have your rice, 

Turkish or Armenian, Span- 

ish or Italian, or will you 
have it plain American style with 
perhaps a few additions? There 
are innumerable rice dishes of 
the latter sort that may be called 
anything, from Pilau or Pilaf, 
Risotto, Espanol or Spanish. 
Some of these are almost duph 
cates of each other, but in addi- 
tion you will find a great many 
variations under each of the 
titles. 

Because rice is such a bland 
food in itself, it lends itself to 
combination with other more fla- 
vorful ingredients. Some very in- 
teresting dishes can be originated 
with its aid and by making use 
of different types of leftovers. 
Take Spanish rice, for instance; 
in this dish we usually find to- 
matoes, spices and other seasone 
ings. Any type of leftover meat 
may be added. Cheese may be 
used instead or in addition. An- 
other example is Pilaf. Some reci- 
pes call for almost the same in- 
gredients as does Spanish Rice, 
with the addition of crab meat, 
lobster or shrimp, or sauted 
chicken livers. Others call for 
simple seasoning of oil and garlic 
and the addition of shredded al- 
monds. In Louisiana, practically 
all of these dishes are called Jam- 
balaya. The Creole style* of rice 


will be very highly seasoned 
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whether meat or shellfish is used 
with it. : 

For all of these dishes, the rice 
should be prepared in your favor- 
ite fashion, for producing fluffy 
grains. Some like to boil it in 
plenty of water, others to cook it 
in a small amount of water. Some 
prefer to put the rice in a pan 
with a very little shortening or 
salad oil and to cook it a few 
moments without browning be- 
fore a moderate amount of water 
is added. If you have plenty of 
leftover meat, you may make a 
sauce for this and serve it with a 
rice border. This is more attrac- 
tive in my opinion than a rice 
ring, for which the rice is packed 
in a mold and reheated in a.small 
amount of boiling water. 


Baked Rice With Cheese 


Two cups medium cream sauce, 
one cup grated cheese, two table- 
spoons catsup, one teaspoon 
worcestershire sauce, thyme or 
oregano, three cups cooked rice, 
one pimiento; cut into strips. 

To cream sauce, add cheese, 
catsup and worcestershire sauce 
and blend well. Season to taste 
with thyme or oregano. Add rice 
and toss lightly. Place in greased 
casserole and top with strips of 
pimiento. Bake in moderately hot 
oven (425 degrees Fahrenheit) 
about 10 minutes until sauce 
bubbles. Yield: six servings. *

Detective Team on Trail of the Mafia 


San Francisco Pair Started by Investigating a Murder, Now Are —_— Kefauver Committee

A Special Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispetch 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 20. 

HE Marina is a quiet section 

of San Francisco noted for its, 

tidy lawns, its nearness to 
Yacht Harbor, its technicolor view 
of ‘the Golden Gate bridge—and 
the murder almost four years ago 
of Nick De John. 

Nick was a muscle man from 
Chicago who lived high, wide and 
dangerously. It was mere coin- 
cidence that caused the men who 
strangled him to abandon Nick’s 
flashy new convertible’ coupe, 
with the gangster’s garroted body 
stuffed into the trunk, on a resi- 
dential. street in the Marina. /. 

This coincidence may result in 
the most smashing blow ever suf- 
fered by the Mafia, the terroristic 
“Black Hand” also known as the 
“Unione Siciliano,” the secret so- 
ciety which specializes in murder 
and extortion. 

The killers had apparently 
planned to haul the body of Nick 
De John across the Golden Gate 
bridge and ditch it in a lonely 
mountain hideaway. But, as they 
neared the bridge approach, a 
motorcycle patrolman drew along- 
side and warned them against 
speeding. 

Upset by this unscheduled in- 
terruption, they turned around, 
parked the machine and its grisly 
cargo on a Marina sidestreet, 4nd 
shoved off on foot. 

When the body was discovered, 
the case was in the territory of 
Homicide Inspectors Frank Ahern 
and Thomas Cahill 

Frank Ahern and Tom Cahill 
are a tireless team noted for their 
bulldog tenacity. Records in the 
Hall of Justice attest to their 
determination to keep struggling 
with every case—on and off duty 
hours—until it’s closed by a con- 
viction. 

In the early phase of their De 
John investigation, Ahern and Ca- 
hill concluded that it was a Mafia 
killing. They started out to learn 
everything they could about the 
Sinister underworld organization. 

More than three years later, the 
special United States Senate rack- 
ets investigating committee held a 
closed hearing in San Francisco. 
Senator Estes Kefauver, the Ten- 
nessean who heads the committee, 
was astonished at the testimony 
of the —" team. 

a 

ITHOUT a stumble and only 
Wa occasional reference to 

their notes, Ahern and Cahill 
rattled off the names and connec- 
tions of hundreds of Mafia mem- 
bers throughout the country, and 
their association with rackets 
ranging from blackmail to dope 
running. 

The two detectives had never 
left the San Francisco bay area 
in the course of ‘the investiga- 
tion, but they had compiled the 
most complete dossier on the 
Mafia encountered by the com- 
mittee anywhere in the nation. 
Their technique had been to 
question everyone they could find 
with any possible Mafia tie. When 
San Francisco policemen went to 
other cities to bring back prison- 
ers, Ahern and Cahill briefed 
them on information to obtain 
from other law enforcement 
sources. 

Senator Kefauver leaned for- 
ward eagerly when he heard their 
testimony. ‘“‘We’ve been looking 
for men: like you,” he said. “How 
would you like to join this com- 
mittee and come with us around 
the country to put together all 
the available information on the 
Mafia?” 

Ahern and Cahill turned to 
Police Chief Mike Mitchell. “It’s 
up to the chief,” they said. 

Chief Mitchell beamed with 
pride. “Of course they can go,” 
he said. “It’s a fine compliment 
to the San Francisco Police De- 
partment that you’ve asked for 
them. They can go—and I’m sure 
they'll bring home the bacon.” 

Ahern and Cahill, both products 
of San Francisco’s rough-tough 
“South of the Slot” district, were 
off on every detective’s dream 
assignment: To attempt to smash 
the Mafia, and simultaneously try 
to solve more than a hundred 
scattered murders, including the 
Kansas City assassination of 
Charles Binaggio, the politician 
gangster. 

Kefauver committee sources 
said recently that the team. of 
homicide inspectors had already 
achieved “startling results,” which 
may be disclosed in open hear- 
ings in the next few weeks, in- 
cluding hearings in St. Louis this 
Friday and Saturday, and in the 
racket-exposing group’s final re- 
port to the Senate. 

But what of Nick De John, the 
murder victim who started the 
Ahern-Cahill team on the Mafia 
trail? 

De John was a product of Chi- 
cago’s North Side. He packed a 
rod in the entourage of Scarface 
Al Capone. When Capone went

to Alcatraz, De John branched 
out, latching onto a lavish income 
from handbooks and other rack- 
ets. His affluence apparently at- 
tracted the interest of other Chi- 
cago mobsters, and things started 
to happen to De John’s friends 
and associates. 

James De Angelo’s body was 
found stuffed in the trunk of a 
car- that sat in a parking lot for 
eight days before it was noticed. 
Onofrio Vitale turned up in a 
sewer. Vincent (The Don) Bene- 
vento was killed with a machine 
gun in the presence of his wife. 

De John hotfooted out of Chi- 
cago. Under an assumed name, 
he bought a home at Santa Rosa, 
which boasts that Luther Burbank 
picked it as the site for his ex- 
periment station because “Santa 
Rosa has the best climate in the 
world.” 

Possibly the climate didn’t have 
the same appeal for De John that 
it had for Burbank. More and 
more frequently, the gangster 
drove the 60 miles to San Fran- 
cisco for huddles with his kind 
in shadowy cafes. There were 
secret conferences at Fisherman’s 
Wharf and in North Beach. The 
underworld grapevine whispered 
that “the big shot from Chicago” 
was talking about “cutting him- 
self in” on various rackets. 

Then came the paydff—the one- 
way ride to the Marina. The body 
was discovered on May 9, 1947. 

Eighteen months later, when, 
by usual standards, the killing 
should have been forgotten, 
Ahern and Cahill whisked a se- 
ries of witnesses before the grand 
jury and came out with indict- 
ments of five men—all Mafia 
suspects—for the murder of Nick 
De John. 

x * 

HEIR interest in the nation- 

wide ramifications of the 

Mafia might have subsided, 
except that they failed to obtain 
a conviction. The case had al- 
ready gone to the jury when Dis- 
trict Attorney Edmund G. Brown 
dramatically moved to dismiss the 
indictment. 

During the trial, Brown had 
lost confidence in the veracity of 
a key witness—Anita Venza Roc- 
chia, an admitted abortionist, who 
testified that she had overheard 
the suspects plotting De John’s 
strangulation. Fearing that the 
jury might share his doubts, 
Brown decided to stop the prose- 
cution until better evidence was 
available. 

“Otherwise,” he explained, 
“these men might esetape any fu- 
ture prosecution on the ground 
of double jeopardy.” ‘ 

The prosecutor’s action was a 
blow to Ahern and Cahill. “We'll 
keep working on the case,” they 
pledged. ‘‘Nobody is going to get 
away with murder on our beat.” 

Persistent men who think noth- 
ing of going without sleep for two 
or three days when a trail is hot, 
the team has proved that point to 
a score of killers.

North should have opened with 
one spade instead of one heart, 
and West might well have made 
a non-vulnerable sacrifice bid of 
five clubs, but let’s forget about 
all that to get to the play. 


West opened a club. At the 
second trick, South cashed the 
spade ace (the “safety play” pre- 
viously mentioned), then led a 
diamond to his king. West won 
and returned the club king. South 
ruffed and then, to exploit the 
heart suit as well as diamonds, he 
cashed dummy’s top hearts and’ 
ruffed a third round. 


It now became necessary to lay 
down the diamond queen—and if 
East: had ruffed this trick, de- 
clarer would have been dil right. 
East, however, did no such thing 
~—he discarded a club—and now 
when South, doing the best he 
could, ruffed a diamond in dum- 
my, East over-ruffed, cashed the 
spade king, and then led another 
club. This chance for a ruff-and- 
discard did South absolutely no 
good; he had to lose another 
trick, and the contract. 


The hand is rather complicated 
for a short analysis, but the 
writer recommends that readers 
lay out the cards and see for 
themselves how different the out- 
come is if South takes the trump 
finesse to dummy’s queen! He 
can then establish and reach 
dummy’s fifth heart without dif- 
ficulty, and he loses, in*all, only 
one diamond trick and two 
trumps.
